The  following-  index  includes  all  the  maps  and  plans,  but  not  the  sections,  in  the  Transactions,  Proceeding's,  and 
Quarterly  Journal  of  the  Geological  Society  of  London. 

Where  no  title  is  given,  either  on  the  map-plate  or  in  the  index  ti  the  plates,  a  title  has  been  made  up,  and  is  so 
indicated  by  being  enclosed  in  square  brackets.  Words  added  to  the  printed  title  for  the  purpose  of  elucidation  are 
likewise  similarly  enclosed.  An  indented  title  indicates  that  the  map  to  which  it  refers  occupies  a  portion  of  the  larger 
map  designated  by  the  title  immediately  preceding  it. 

The  dates  given  are  those  of  the  imprint  in  the  Transactions,  and  the  year  for  which  the  volume  is  published  in  the 
Proceedings  and  Quarterly  Journal. 

The  size  is  the  space  enclosed  in  the  outer  border  lines  —  the  first  measurement  given  being  the  one  parallel  with  the 
printed  title.     The  contraction  ca  indicates  the  approximate  size  of  a  map  or  plan  not  enclosed  by  border  lines. 

In  this  index  the  scale  is  given  in  English  statute  miles,  or  in  the  customary  subdivisions  of  the  same.  Where  the 
map  gives  the  scale  in  nautical  miles  a  reduction  has  been  made  to  the  statute  mile.  For  those  maps  in  which  no  scale  is 
given  an  approximate  one  has  been  calculated,  when  possible,  which  is  shown  by  the  contraction  ca  and  enclosure  in 
square  brackets. 

Owing  to  the  imperfect  numbering  of  the  plates  in  the  first  volume  of  the  Journal  the  number  of  the  page  is  also 
given  for  better  identification. 

For  the  sake  of  convenience  those  districts  of  Asiatic  Turkey  bordering  the  Red  Sea  on  the  east  are  included  in  Arabia. 

In  indicating  the  different  publications  of  the  Society  T  refers  to  the  first  series  of  the  Transactions,  Tt  to  the  second 
series  of  the  same,  and  P  to  the  Proceedings  ;  all  the  entries  given  without  an  initial  letter  refer  to  the  Quarterly  Journal.
